IN a prevloua leanon we saw that 
Jacob left bin earthly Inheritance 
to Esau, claiming only the great 
Abrahnmic Promiae. That Prom 
tse was In respect to 
wat purely of faith. All Jaeob'a 
In life wa» governed, by that Promiae. 
If the Seed of Rleaaing was to come 
through him. then he moat have chil- 
dren. Hence be married and reared 
a goodly family, 
regarding t b e m 
as Identified with 
himself in the 
Promise, nis ac- 
cumulation of 
flocks nud herds 
was along the 
same line. 

About twenty 
years after Jacob 
bad left home, 
he returned, un- 
der the Lord* 
guidance, wltb 
his flocks, herds nnd servants, to the 
land Of his father Natnrnlly. he felt 
a tluildity respecting Esau, and prny 
ed to the U>rd upon the subject, re- 
minding Him of the Promise. In whic h 
he trusted. Then be sent word to 
Esau that he was coming. Next he 
prepared a gift of considerable value 
for those 




•Jacob I'raytd.' 



This gift represented long years of 
toll on Jacob's part. These earthly 
things, however, Jacob valued as noth- 
ing compared with the great Abrabam- 
ic Covenant He could give this good- 
ly portion of earthly mammon to pur 
chase Esau's good will, although he 
wns under no obligations to bis broth- 
er. He had purchased the flrst-born's 
portion, which included the major por- 
tion of Isaac's worldly riches Jacob 
had left these in Esau's bands. The 
latter might suspect that Jacob was 
coming to claim his inheritance. 

Had Jacob laid no claim to the es- 
tate. Esau would have Judged him ac- 
cording to bis own standards, and mis- 
trusted that at an opportune moment 
Jacob would attack him. Thus n feud 
would have lieen established between 
the two families. This would have 
interfered with Jacob's hopes in con- 
nection with the Covenant 

Jacob insisted upon Esau's accept- 
ance of the present It would stand 
as a pledge of good faith between 
them. Esau would all the more will- 
ingly see Jacob's prosperity; for he 
realized that he had gotten the better 
of his brother, first by getting the pat- 
rimony, and secondly, by receiving so 
rich a present. Evidently Jacob's 
course was wise. lie still had plenty, 
and God could give him more. His 
chief concern would be the Abrahamic 
Promise, the fulfilment of which lay 
beyond the present life. 

The Lesson of Generosity. 

One lesson which we as Christians 
may draw from Jacob's course is that 
of generosity toward the world— those 
who have no Interest In Heavenly 
promises. As Jacob was willing to 
set aside all earthly rights and privi- 
leges in favor of the Abrahamic Prom- 
ise, so the Spiritual nelrs should do 
likewise. 

AS Jacob left his father's bouse, 
leaving all to his brother without con- 
tention, trusting only to the Heavenly 
Promise, so must we Spiritual Israel- 
ites forsake all earthly hopes, to obtain 
joint heirship wkh Christ in the Mes- 
sianic Kingdom As Jacob gladly gave 
presents to Esau for the sake of peace 
In carrying out God's arrangements 
under this Promise, so we as Chris- 
tians should willingly give to our part- 
tiers In life, our neighbors, friends and 
brethren, the larger share of earth's 
good things. If thereby we may for- 
ward the Lord's Cause in connection 
with the Abrahamic Promise, in which 
we trust. 

Mankind have their hearts set upon 
earthly good things— they know noth- 
ing higher. Christians, on the contra- 
ry, appreciate Heavenly things, es- 
teeming earthly things as unworthy of 
comparison We. like St. Paul, esteem 
all earthly things but loss and droBs 
that we may win Christ— Uiat we may 
win joint heirship with .fesus In the 
great blessing of God by becoming 
members of the Spiritual Seed of Abra- 
ham, that we may participate in the 
glorious work of blessing all the faml 
Ilea of the earth

After this long light 
by the State Hoard and the Agri- 
cultural Department it is believed 
that the disease has been practically 
eliminated.

Treating the Appendix. 

An Indiana physician claims to 
have devised a system of treating 
appendicitis which, after fifteen 
years of experience and observa- 
tion, has convinced him that there 
is no longer any necessity for op- 
erative measures for this rather 
common ailment. 

The promulgator of the new 
method of dealing with the trouble- 
some vermiform appendix is Dr. 
M. H. Thomas, of Huntington. 
According to a dispatch from that 
place the doctor is firmly of the 
opinion that the appendix is placed 
in the human economy to serve a 
definite purpose; that its removal 
is unwarranted when there is other 
treatment that will correct the 
disease, and "that the dangers at- 
tending operations and the bad re- 
sults following operation at the 
hands of reckless and incompetent 
surtreons overbalance the good 
they mav do." 

"Man is fearful and wonderful- 
ly made," and there are some 
pin ts of the intricate human ma 
chin* for which no .important use 
has been discovered. The vermi- 
form appendix, for instance, has 
been regarded as a superfluity, a 
sort of fifth wheel in the corporeal 
make-up, trood for nothing in par- 
ticular, but exceedingly likely, to 
get out of order and retard prog- 
ress. Apparently many of those 
persons who have been separated 
from their appendices get along 
just as well without them — even 
better. Hut there are physicians 



who helieve that there are entirely 
too many operations for appendi- 
citis. 

It will be interesting to know 
the theory that Dr. Thomas has 
formed as to the usefulness of the 
appendix. He has announced his 
intention of making his remedv 
public and of making demonstra- 
tions in Eastern hospitals. This 
would indicate that he means well 
and has no concealments and no 
intention of getting a patent on 
his system of treatment. It may 
be that he has made an important 
discovery by which a refractory 
appendix may be indnced to be- 
have and thereby live out its ap- 
pointed time in peace with itself 
and its proprietor. In which 
event be is undoubtedly a public 
benefactor.— Courier Journal.

Handy Corn Shelter. 

An Ontario. Canana, farmer 
made himself an effective mm 
shellor out of a few pieces of 
wood lying around, ami he has 
been generous enough to tell how 
it was made.
